for the slaying of former United States 
Senator Edward W. Carmack. 

Young Robin Cooper, under a bitter 
cross-examination of nearly four hours, 
held his own with ease. He was always 
cool, careful and displayed an inclina- 
tion to be absolutely fair that evident- 
ly impressed the jury and just as evi- 
dently exasperated Attorney General 
McCarn. 

The next witness, and the only one of 
the day, was John D. Sharp, another of 
the defendants. Sharp told his story 
well under direct examination, and made 
a good impression. But he was turned 
ver to Attorney General Garner, of 
Maury county, for cross-examination. 
Mr. Garner has somewhat of a reputa- 
tion in his own county for clever work, 
but he was an unknown quantity in 
Nashville. When court adjourned for 
the day, the defense’s counsel’ drew 4 
long breath, and were no longer in doubt 
as to Garner's ability. His cross-ex- 
amination is of the rapid-fire ordér. . 

Sharp Soon Beside Himself. 

John Sharp is a man of high temper, 

and Garner soon had him beside him- 
self. He contradicted himself on many 
details, but never on the more 
important particulars. Once he got on 
dangerous grouna. On direct examina- 
tion, Sharp swore that he saw the Kkill- 
ing and that “Carmack fell after Robin 
Cooper had fired three times.”’ 
One of the bullet wounds, a neces- 
sarily fatal ome, plerced the senator's 
neck within one-sixteenth of an inch of 
the spinal cord, and came out under his 
tongue. As Sharp swore that Carmack 
was facing young Cooper, aiming a re- 
volver at him, this wound would be fm- 
the state- 
ment. 

On cross-examination, Sharp said, how- 


ever, that Carmack turned his head just | 


as the second shot was fired. He did 
not explain how the senator could turn 
his head far enough to permit the ball 
to enter the median line of the neck on @ 
straight line. . 

Sharp Glad to Leave Stand. 

The state pushed Sharp hard, up to 
nearly 6 p. m., then asked that a con- 
tinuamce be granted until tomorrow, 
when it was allowed. Sharp left the 
stand with a sigh of relief. His faith- 
ful littk wife, who has never missed a 
minute at his side in court, sprang up 
to meet him and cheered him with 
smiles and Words of encouragement.

TO NAVY YARD 


Sheriff. Wanted to Pre- 
vent Lynching. 


Spears Had Killed White Boy. 


in Jail—Sheriff, Desiring to 
Protect Them, Had Marines 
Called Out.

Pensacola, Fla., February 22.—Earnest 
Mertins, 15 years old, was struck on 
the temple with a rock and instantly 
killed this afternoon by Eastman 
Spears, colored. 

Somé white and negro boys were 
fighting near Palafox wharf, and tne 
negro Spears, it is alleged, who was 
not engaged in the fight, picked up a 
rock and hurled it at the white boys, 
missing them and striking young Mer- 
tins, who was’ standing on Palafox 
wharf, awaiting the return of the 
king’s parade. Mertins received a 
|very ugly wound in the head and 
died instantly. 

A crowd of whites gave chase to the 
negro and there were threats of lynch- 
‘ing, but the officers arrested Spears 
and took tim to the jail. A half hour 
later a crowd of about fifty persons, 
mostly boys, gathered at the jail and 
continued talk of lynching. The po- 
lice dispersed the mob, and it was 
thought there would be no further 
troubie. 


Placed in Naval Prison. 

Hearing reports that a mob would 
attempt to lynch the negro, and fearing 
he could not hold the jail against a 
mob until troops, for which he had tel- 
egraphed, could arrive, Sheriff Van- 
Pelt late in the afternoon, without the 
knowledge of anyone excepting his 
deputies, appealed for assistance to the 
United States government on the 
ground that he had United States pris- 
oners confined in the jail. Upon the 
request of United States Judge Shep- 
pard a detachment of marineg from the 
navy yard, 5 miles distant, came to 
the city on one of the gavernment 
steamers and went direct to the jail to 
assist the sheriff. 

Then fearing much bloodshed, the 
sheriff asked that the prisoner be taken 
to the navy yard and placed in the 
naval prison. This was decided upon 
as the best course, and, completly sur- 
rounded by marines with fixed bay- 
onéts, the negro was taken from the 
jail and marched down Palafox street 
and placed aboard the steamer. Only 
once did the crowd of nearly a thou- 
sand, many of whom were spectators, 
become threatening, and that was when 
they were within a block of the wharf. 
The crowd pused down on the detach- 
ment and a dozen of the marines wita 
bayonets held the crowd back, while 
the remainder took the prisener to the 
steamer.

Thousands Greet 16 Battleships 
on Their Arrival From World- 
Circling Cruise, 


SHIPS PASS IN REVIEW 
BEFORE THE PRESIDENT 


Roosevelt, on the Yacht May- 
flower, Watched the Great 
Warships Pass Into Hamp- 
ton Roads — Officers Board 
Mayflower — Spectacle Was 
a Most Inspiring One.

Old Point Comfort, Va., February 22. 
(Special.)\—Tonight the fleet of world- 
circling battleships of the Amer- 
ican navy are at rest under the pro- 
tecting guns of Fortress Monroe, and 
the most significant cruise the world's 
history has seen has been brought to a 
successful end. 

To say that President 
the happiest man in this whole 
joyous multitude probably needs no 
corroborative proof. In the face of 
criticism of his action in ordering the 
cruise, and the prediction that al] the 
costly engines of war would never 
reach home safely, the fleet has com- 
pleted its cruise and come to anchor 
in the harbor from which it ventured 
forth, and the president is as happy as 
a schoolboy. ge: 

Kisses for Returning Officers. 

Unrestrained joy has been the key- 
note of today’s celebration. “I don't 
know whose husband he is, but I am 
going to kiss him!” This exclamation 
from a lovely woman who stood on the 
pier at Old Point, as the first stalwart 
officar disembarked from a launch ofa 
battleship, expresses the feeling of the 
feminine portion of the crowd toward 
the boys of the fleet. 

An ensign of the navy todav is a 
Sreater hero than a major general of 
the army. This is George Washington's 
birthday, home-coming for the fleet 
Pay day for the mén and a holiday for 
everybody. The feeling of joyousness 
and thankfulness has Succeeded the 
anxiety and the flutter of expectancy. 

“You don’t look a bit like a globe- 
trotter; Iam so disappointed,” said one 
Sweet young thing with shining eyes

Bear Their Honors Modestly. 

The boys of the fleet have borne their 
honors modestly and accepted graceful- 
ly the enthusiastic welcome of friends 
and @ven the disagreeable weather did 
not chill.the ardor of the enthusiastic 
thousands who lined the S@€a wall at 
Fortress. Monroe. Coming down the 
bay from Washington last night, the 
fog-horng on the Mayflower, the presi. 
dent’s yacht; the Dolphin, on which 
were the members of the naval com- 
mittee of congress, and the steamship 
Washington, which bore a large con- 
sressiona! party, were blowing almost 
incessantly for fear of collision, and 
the searchlights on the bows constantly 
flashed athwart the clammy gray mist 
ahead, picking out the pathway. £ 

When at about 10:30 this morning 
the spurt of flame from a Six-pounder 
in the forward turret of the flagship 
Connecticut, followed after many sec- 
onds by a dull béom, told the waiting 
throngs that the long cruise was ended 
the fog had lifted, but a drizzling rain 
had begun falling. Qn ordinary days 
it would have driven everybody to seek 
a blazing fire. Today, nobody—neither 
women or men—paid any especial at- 
tention to it, for the fleet was seeking 
a home harbor after such a voyage as 
has never been duplicated in the 133 
years of the nation’s history. 

Never Before Such a Happy Event. 

Hampton Roads has witnessed many 
historic events, but mever a happler one 
than thet of today. Tonight, in the 
cozy lobby of the Hotel Chamberlain, 
every naval uniform is the center of an 
admiring group, whether that untform 
holds an admiral or an ensign. Two 
men who attract attention are Rear Ad- 
mirals William H. Brownson and W']- 
liam H. Emory. Both are retired, but 
they are as erect and vigorous as most 
men of forty. Admiral Emory was one 
of the flag officers of the fleet when it 
sailed from Hampton Roads in Decem- 
ber, 1907. He was detached at Amoy, 
China, to be placed on the retired list, 
and the story he wastelling was that he 
left all his personal belongings on his 
flagship there, and had come to Hamp- 
ton Roads to get them, 

Admiral Brownson, then chief of bu- 
reau of navigation, witnessed the fleet's 
departure as one of President Roose- 
velt's party on the Mayflower. He left 
the navy department after opposing the 
president's plan to put a doctor instead 
of a line officer in aharge of the hos- 
pital ship Relief. .

Roosevelt's Toast to Fleet. 

“Not until some American fleet _re- 
turns Victorious froma great sea battie 
will there be another such home-coming, 
another such sight as this. I drink to 
the American navy.” 

This was the toast of President Roose- 
velt today as he stood radiantly happy 
in the cabin of the graceful! little 
oruiser-yacht Mayflower at the conclu- 
sion of the review and the ceremonies 
attending the welcome home.

Radical Changes in State's 
Penitentiary System Soon 
to Go Into Effect 


WHAT 1S EXPECTED AND 
REQUIRED OF COUNTIES 


Plan of Distribution, Summary 
of Important Features in the 
New Law and of Rules and 
Regulations Adopted—State 
Farm and Reformatory. 


Radical and sweeping changes in Geor- 
gia’s penitentiary system will take place 
overnight between Maroh 3! and April !. 

Within five weeks the last vestige oO! 
the convict lease system, which has >. 
in operation in this state for more than 
thirty years, will have disappeared, and 
some 2,000 convicts will be at work 
upon the public road of Georgia in !U5 
of its 146 counties. : 

Since the completion of the legisiation 
last Geptember, under which these 
changes are to take place, those coun- 
ties which propose to participate in this 
splendid opportunity which the state of- 
fers them, have been, in a measure, pre- 
paring themselves to take up this pro- 
gressive work, notwithstanding which it 
is all new to many of them, and they 


will have much to learn, both from ObD- 


| servation and experience. 


Twenty-nine Georgia counties have 
been using state convicts for road work 
for the last five years, under the law 
permitting them to take the short-term 
men, with marked success, and it is @ 
significant fact that not one of these 
counties is missing from the list of 
those which have made requisition for 
convicts unde the new law. 

So valuable have thase counties found 
the use of convicts in the improvement 
of their public roads that there is not 
one of them but that would like to get 
more than its allotted share under tne 
new law. 

White Cenvicts on State Farm. 


It has been definitely and finally deter- 
mined to place all of the White mate 
convicts upon a especial state farm to 
be purchased for the punpose, a policy 
which, of course, will eliminate them 
from public road work, 

Under the law requiring separation of 
the races, no county wanted white con- 
victs. For this and other reasons, the 
commission decided that it was best to 
segregate the white men, about 300 In 
number, upon a farm which will 
worked by them for the state. 

That farm will be purchased by the 
commission with the approval of the 
governor, probably this week. It is to 
be selected by the commission from 
some 200 tracts of land which have been 
offered the state, and the commission's 
purpose is to secure title to it within 
the next two or three weeks with a 
view to beginning work at the earliest 


possible moment and making a crop this 
season. 

Upon this farm will be placed every 
white male convict, whether able-bodied 
or decrepit, sound or invalid, and no- 
where else in Georgia will there be seen, 
for the present at least, any white male 
inmate of the state penitentiary. 
“While the commission has not selected 
any specific tract, and is still consider- 
ing a number of them, it has been prac- 
tically determined to buy at once a sin- 


land, properly located, it being figurea 
that each convict can work on an‘ aver- 
age about 20 acres. 

Upon this farm will be made various 
products which will be used directly or 
through the proceeds of their sale, for 
the support and maintenance of tne 
prison department. 

State Farm at Milledgeville. 


The foregoing plan provides for 
nite disposition of the white male 
victs. 

The state will likewise retain tne 
present farm which has been used for 
a decade or more as a part of the peni- 
tentiary system, near Milledgeville, in 
Baldwin county, and there will be sent 
all white female convicts, including 
those convicted of misdemeanors, as well 
as felonies, so that there will be no 


den- 
con- 


white female convict at work upon any) 


county chaingang in the state. Any 
white woman convicted of any crime 
requiring imprisonment of even 
month on the chaingang will be sent to 
the state farm at Milledgeville, the same 
as if she had been convicted of a felony 
and received a penitentiary sentence. 

In addition, all negro females convict- 
ed of felonies and given penitentiary 
sentences and all such negro males as 
are decrepit, invalided and unfit for road 
work, will be confined at the farm in 
Baldwin county. 

The races and the sexes will, of course, 
be strictly separated at this farm, as 
the law requires both in their living 
quarters and in the work which they 
will be required to do. 

The law under which all white females 
are to be sent to the farm in Baldwin 


for housing a much larger number than 
heretofore, and the prison commission is 
now preparing plans for enlarging the 
white female quarters. ) 

There will be confined at the farm in 
Baldwin county, of decrepit negro men, 
negro women and white women some 
300 penitentiary convicts, all told, which, 
with the white males, make a totat? or 
about 600 state convicts not availabie 
for public road work.

The superintendents of the election will 
meet today at noon to consolidate the 
vote, but the result cannot be declared 
until after March 6. 

The Injunction Suit. 

Mayor Robert F. Maddox, Clerk W. J. 
Campbell, the aldermanic board, tne 
councilmen, the board of commissioners 
of roads and revenues of Fulton county 
and R. J. Freeman, commissioner of 
DeKalb county, will be required to ap- 
pear before Judge Pendleton Saturday 
morning, March 6, in his chamber, to 
answer the charges made by J. R. Riv- 
ers, of DeKalb county, in his petition 
of injunction, filed with the clerk of 
the superior court, questioning the va- 
lidity of the ordinance passed by tne 
mayor and general council of Atlanta, 
on the election to decide in what county 
Atianta shall be. 

Mr. Rivers asked for a temporary re- 
strainingy order from holding the elec- 
tion, but this was refused by Judge 
Roan, who, however, signed an order re- 
straining the mayor and clerk from cer- 
tifying the result of the election to tne 
board of county commissioners until noon 
of March 6, 1909, when the charges will 
be answered. 

Mr. Rivers, in his petition, says that 
the ondinahce is null and void because 
the charter of the city of Atlanta does 
not authorize its adoption by reason o1 
the powers limited and fixed upon it by 
the general assembly of Georgia. He 
says that it was not adopted in conform- 
ity with the provisions of that charter, 
and cites from the minutes furnished 
him by the clerk, where rules were 
broken by the aldermanic board in pass- 
ing upon it. 

Some of the Allegations. 

The petitioner alleges that certain dis- 
crepancies prevailed in the manner OL 
registering the voters, and claims that 
the special ordinance to provide for the 
registration of the election was in 
conflict with the general ordinance ot 
the city of Atlanta, providing for the 
time in which the registrar shall keep 
his office open. 

He alleges that prior to January |, 
1909, 522 people from the ninth wara 
had registered, and that since that time 
only 193 have registered to date. That 
during i908 there were 17,183 names on 
the list and that for |1909 there are 2,721. 

He alleges that the election was called 
under color of the law and without au- 
thority. 

The petitioner further alleges that the 
Ordinance in question will cause un- 
utterable confusion and will result 
irreparable injury to not only himseil!, 
but to all those similarly situated. Alonzo 
Fields and J. D. Kilpatrick are the 
attorneys representing Mr. Rivers.

The abolition of léasing applies to 
misdemeanors as well as to felony con- 
victs, 

There are, approximately, 1,800 able- 
bodied misdemeanor convicts in the 
State, so that after April | there will 
be something like 8,600 convicts at 
work daily upon the public roads of 
Georgia, which should mean rapid 
progress in the work of roadbuilding 
all over the state. 

What the Counties Are te Da. 

Officials in many of the counties 
which have made requisition for con- 


send it» a convict gang, and then put 
it to work. 

The gtate is not going to do any- 
thing of the kind. The prison com- 
mission will, not later than Mareh 
deliver to each board of county com- 
missioners an order for the number 
of convicts to which that county is 
entitled. It will then become the duty 
of the county authorities to send t 
the camp upon whieh this order is 
made and to transport the convicts 
from such camp at its Own expense to 
the county seat. ; 

In order to insure the greatest pos- 
sible safety the commission will re- 
quire that each county employ one of 
the guards now in the service of the 
State for the purpose of transportation 
and installation in their new quarters, 
such guard to be retained for a week 
or two until system and order has been 
established. 

This and all other expenses incident 
to the transfer of the conviets from 
the present lease camps to the county 
seats must be borne by the respective 
counties. 

Another thirg-there will be no fa- 
vorites. Eact M™unty must take the 
convicts just as they come; none will 
be allowed to pick their men. 

The commission will endeavor, in so 
far as is possible, to give each county 
(an order upon the lease camp located 
nearest to it, in order that there may 
be no more expense than necessary in 
the transfer. 

It will be found in a few instances 
that terms of certain convicts will ex- 
pire early in April, but the counties 
will have to take these convicts just 
as they come and on the saime basis as 
though they were long-term men. 

Rules and Regulations, 

The rules’ and regulations under 
which the counties are to work the 
convicts upon their public works have 
been adopted and were approved by 
representatives of a majority of the 
counties interested in a convention held 


in Atlanta last fall. Thé prison com- 


:; mission will require a rigid adherence 


to these rules, 

It is required that each county shall 
provide permanent headquarters for 
their road gangs with buildings and 
equipment, which are carefully speci- 
fied, insuring thorough sanitation both 


ical cleanliness. Each county has been 


supplied with copies of the rules and 
regulations and can easily, apprise it- 
\Self of what these requirements are. 
And it is time now that it were doing 
so, since these requirements must be 
_met just as soon as the county re- 
ceives its convicts. 

Adequate hospitals, mégs “halls, bath 
houses, kitchens and quarters for 
guards must be provided at é¢ach camp, 
‘and a stockade not less than 1!2 feet 
‘high must inclose all buildings ex- 
cept the guard quarters. 

Similar provisions must be made in 
‘the case of traveling or road eauip- 


‘ment; where it is inconvenient to re- 
|, turn each night to the general stock- 


ade the buildings must be so con- 
structed as completely to separate the 
races, and unless painted all the build- 
ings must be whitewashed at least 
twice a year.

poses. 

{ “Shoes, hats or caps and socks shall 
{ be furnished as needed. Each convict 
, must be numbered,- and his clothing 
' stamped with his number, so that each 
man's clothing ean be identified and Kept 
for his own use only.”’ 

The rules are just ‘as specific as to 
mess hall equipment. Shackles and 
chains, guns and ammunition are to be 
provided as the warden requires. AS 
to hours of labor, the rules fix them 
from sunrise to sunset with one hour 
for rest at dinner in November, Decem- 
ber, January and February, one and one- 
half hours in Mareh, April, September 
and October, and two hours in the mid- 
summer months. 

When a convict is discharged 
county must furnish him with a railroad 
ticket to the point nearest to that alt 
which he was cenvieted, and a suit OI 
citizen’s clothing of the value of $8. 

Appointed by Commission. 

All wardens, physicians and guards in 
the services of the counties are to be 
appointed by the commission, but the 
commission has invited the county au- 
thorities to nominate these officers ana 
will approve such nominations if the 
nominees are found te be fit and proper 
persons. They are subject to discharge 
by the commission at any time, for the 
g00d of the service. 

Wardens may also act as road super- 
intendents and receive from the counties 
for this service such compenastion as 
the county sees proper to pay. 

No work is permitted on Sunday, which 
must be strictly observed, and the 4tn 
of July, Thanksgiving day and Christ- 
mas shall be observed as holidays, 

The rules governing wardens and 
guards are more strict than have here- 
tofore been in force. Wardens must take 
oath and give $500 bond. They have 
control over guards and may employ or 
discharge them, subject to the approval 
of the county authorities and the com- 
mission, 

“Punishment with a strap shall only 
be used as a last resort, when all other 
milder means have proven ineffectual,’ 

Food, clothing and tobacco must be 
closely inspect@d. Monthly reports of 
every detail, relating ‘both to the felony 
and misdemeanor convicts, must be 
made to the prison commission, with 
special attention to grades as required 
under the parole law, Sanitary regula- 
tions must be rigidly enforced. 

“Guards shall not be permitted to

Inquests are required in all cases oT 
sudden death, and reports must be 
promptly forwarded to the commission. 

The rules must be kept framed in glass 
and hung in a conspicuous place in each 
camp. 

The duties of physicians are specitfi- 
cally stated, and they are required to 
make regular weekly reports to tne 
commission. 

The Apportionment Completed. 

The commission has completed the ap- 
portionment of 1,826 convicts among (05 
counties making requisition for them. 
These convicts have been allotted en- 
tirely upon a basis of population, in 
the first place, it has been figured out 
how many convicts each county in the 
state is entitled to on this basis; then 
the convicts belonging to those counties 
which have decided not to take them, 
have been apportioned to all counties 
asking for convicts upon the same basis, 
so that there will really be no “overs” 
for distribution, 

Fulton county, for inatance, asked for 
ite legal quota, supposed ta be 106 con- 
vicets, and enough more to make 409. 
But since the white men have been 
taken out of the distribution, Fulton's 
legal quota of those remaining is only 
94. Under the plan adopted, Pulton will 
get its proportion of the “overs” upon 
the same basis, which will give it 23, 
or a total of 117. 

This distribution of the “overs’’ among 
all the counties taking oonvicts wilt 
greatly simplify an importamt feature 
of the new law with reference to paying 
back convict labor to those counties 
which do not now take their share, it 
will Iikewise do away with a lot ot 
detailed bookkeeping, which would be 
required to keep each county's account. 

Wihen a county not now using convicts, 
decides later on that it would like to 
get in line with progress and do some 
road work, the commission will simply 
have to draw on the general convict 
body for such supply without figuring 
out whether this or that county is in- 
debted to some other, and to what ex- 
tent. 

Two years from now a county entitlea 
to ten convicts, which has not workea 
them, will have the right to cal] for 
twenty convicts for a period of one year 
in addition to its regular quota. 

But all counties must ultimately take 
their payment, if they are to get it, 
in convicts; there is no provision for 
any compensation by cash er otherwise,

The commission ig likewise author- 
ized to employ road experts or superin- 
tendents in connection with the work of 
building public’ roads in accordance with 
the terms of the law. 

The State Reformatory. 

Under the law requiring the strict 
separation of the raceg in the state re- 
formatory for the detention of youthful 
delinquents, it is the purpose of the 
prison commission as early as possible 
to secure a tract of land of 1,200 to 
1,600 acreg which shall be neither con- 
nected with nor in proximity to either 
of the penitentiary farms. 

Upon this tract will be built a state 
reformatory for white youths, while 
the present reformatory building in 
Baldwin county will be used for negro 
boys and girls. 

The commission deems the matter of 
securing a farm for the white convicts 
of most pressing importance, byt will 
take hold of the question of the state 
reformatory just as soon ag the farm 
problem is gettled. 

Numerous tracts of land have been 
offered the commission for a reforma- 
tory for white youths, and as soon as 
the question can be taken up an early 
selection will be made, 

The end of the present year will see 
the white reformatory wel] established. 
In the meantime the present institu- 
tion will be used, and until the new 
reformatory is ready for the reception 
of its inmates-~ 

It is imposdible to state now just 
where the new reformatory will be lo- 
cated, but it is settled that it will be 
absolutely unconnected with and at @ 
distance from every other department 
of the gtate penitentiary.

REGARDING THEATRICAL CENSORSHIP.

if we admit at all the principle of censorship, we should, in common 
sense and justice and consistency, insist that it be applied without inter- 
mission or discrimination. - Intelligence is, moreover, the leading qualifica- 
tion to proper discharge of such functions, though it hardly yields precedence 
to broad and informed tolerance. 

There can be no rational doubt that some productions that have ap- 
peared before local audiences had better have been left unplayed. They 
may have been amusing and entertaining; certainly, they did not fail of 
drawing power. As much could be said of many people and things we would 
not admit to our homes, or with whom we would not knowingly allow our 
Children to associate. 

On the other hand, the only person logically equipped to pass on mat- 
ters of this nature must be a seasoned theatergoer of clean mind and uni- 
versal tastes. Such only are entitled to say what is or is not vicious, 
basing their verdict on first sight and not on hearsay. 

A properly constituted censorship would benefit the theater, since it 
would inevitably lead to the lifting of the ban still imposed by many religious 
denominations. | 

But to be effective, censorship should be applied all the time and with

Qgherwise, it degenerates into narrow muzzling of the people’s liberties.

Mayor Pro Tem. Wants a 
Reduction in Council 
-and Boards. 


Mayor Pro Tem. Charles M. Roberts, 
representing the eighth ward in the al- 
dermanic board, is outspoken in his ad- 
vocacy of Alderman W. A. Hlancock’s 
plan to reduce the number of members 
in the general council and on the various 
city boards. 

“It is my unshaken conviction,” statea 
Alderman Roberts yesterday, “that the 
sooner we reduce the members in coun- 
cil and those constituting the city boards 
the better it will be for Atlanta’s gov- 
ernment. The general council and tie 
boards are too large now, and they will 
be still larger next year if the present 
system of representation is adhered to. 
It is hard work at the present time to 
carry on the city’s business expeditely 
with as many as twenty-seven members 
of the general council, and with an ada- 
ditional ward next year the numberwill 
be increased to thirty. 

“Then just look at the city boards. 
Each board now has a membership ot 
ten and next year this number will be 
increased to twelve. I believe that coun- 
cil and the boards should be greatly re- 
duced in membership. One councilman 
from each ward and five aldermen from 
the city-at-large and five members or 
each city board. as suggested by Alder- 
man Hancock, would help considerably, 
but even a greater reduction tha this 
would help more. I shall support Al- 
derman Hancock's. resolution unless 
there is an amendment making the mem- 
bers of council and the boards even less 
than he will have them. 

“I have served two years in council! 
and am now serving my second year tn 
the aldermantc board, and I have seen 
enough of city legislation to know that 
our legislative bodies are entirely «vo 
largée\for good government.”’
